Summer's efforts in the 
herb garden pay off

For herb growers, lovers and 
gardeners, September is the end 
and the beginning. The labors of 
the summer months should now 
pay off in a delightful herb har- 
vest. Here are a few practical 
uses for 10 of the most common 
herbs, 

Parsley: Make parsley pesto 
using pecans, romano cheese, 
olive oil and minced parsley; 
freeze in small packets to use 
later with pasta.or to flavor 
soups and stews. 

Oregano/marjoram: Dry in 
large bunches, hanging upside 
down in a cool, dark place for two 
weeks, Crumble and/or bottle 
leaves to use for “pita toast.” To 
make pita toast, brush melted 
butter on pita halves, sprinkle 
with dried oregano or marjoram 
and Parmesan cheese. Broil 
three to four minutes and serve 
wedges warm. 

Sage: Make an American bou- 
quet garnish: Bunch together 
sage branches, scallions, garlic 
clove or garlic chives; tie with a 
string and let air dry, Use in 
stocks, stews, roasts. 

Tarragon: Mix chopped tar- 
ragon with Sheds spread or any 
tub margarine, add a few drops 
of lemon juice and red pepper 
flakes, Freeze in log shape (slice 
pats as needed).

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RECYCLING

Blue bins are certainly being seen in every 
neighborhood. Of course, I’m worried when I 
don’t see one at every house, 

They are for glass, and recycling glass is 
mandatory in Andover. You don’t need to sort 
it by color or take off the labels. It would be 
nice to have it clean and you can throw the 
lids away. 

I'm afraid some of you don't remember all 
the household glass there is: mayonnaise jars, 
ketchup bottles, peanut butter, juice jugs, 
fruit and vegetables in glass, liquor and wine 
bottles. If you look down the grocery aisle, 
perhaps you can make some changes in your 
purchases. Glass instead of tin cans. We can't 
recycle tin cans in Andover and they add to 
the weight and the cost at the incinerator. 
Stacking it 

Glass goes directly into the blue bin, no 
paper bags necessary. If you have room, put 
your newspapers and magazines in their 
paper grocery bags on top. Otherwise, stack 
them alongside. Look at your calendar for 
your week. It is every other week in each 
neighborhood, so get in the routine. Don’t use 
plastic bags to put paper in or glass. They will 
not be picked up. You can get paper bags at 
the grocery. 

Recycle glass. You don't want Mr. Vinning, 
the trash man, shaking your trash bags and 
hearing glass clanking. Recycling glass saves 
money and we need to save somewhere these 
days. 


Recycling this Saturday 

A reminder about plastic collection on 
Sept. 15 at the West Middle School parking lot. 
Four types of plastic can be recycled: water, 
milk and juice plastic jugs; polystyrene meat 
and vegetable trays and plastic bottles that 
have either a 1 or 2 on the bottom. This 1 or 2 
must be surrounded by the recycling logo, 
usually arrows.

or shampoos and detergents. Look on the bot- 


tom and save. Aluminum is collected: check 


with a magnet. Aluminum doesn’t stick.

opened its heart to us last spring, when we 
felt all was lost. There was an outpouring of 
love and support from his teachers and 
friends at Sanborn School, from Little 
League coaches and Scout leaders, from our 
neighbors, and from everyone at St. 
Augustine’s.” 

So to help Stephen celebrate and thank 
their friends, the Milmoes pulled out all the 
stops for a kids’ party, renting a cotton 
candy machine, a popcorn machine, serving 
hot dogs and sodas — no grown-up food at all 
~ and hiring a DJ, facepainters, even heating 
up their backyard pool just the way the kids 
like it. 

Soon the kids were doing conga lines 
around the back yard, while Stephen 
requested his favorite Bette Midler and Billy 
Joel tunes, and the pool was busy the whole 
afternoon, And among the visitors were 
former Red Sox player Jim Rice and his 11- 
year-old son, Chauncey, who’s a good friend 
of Stephen's. 

For the Milmoes, this party has been a 
long time coming. 

“Tt all happened so suddenly, and it just 
turned our life upside-down,” said 
Alexandra Milmoe, 40, recalling the events 
of the past year, “It all started with that eye 
exam, Stephen told me, ‘Sometimes it’s hard 
to read because the words blur together.’ 
Thank God Stephen had that eye exam!” 

So last March 23, she took Stephen out of 
class early on a Friday for an eye check-up, 
and to get the glasses she was sure he 
needed. But when the doctor dilated 
Stephen's eyes he saw something unusual. 
He sent the Milmoes right to the 
pediatrician. She sent them right to 
Massachusetts General Hospital for a CAT- 
scan. Within hours of the eye exam, the 
Milmoes were told their son had a brain 
tumor, 


“They said it was a ‘malignant medulo 
blastoma,’ a tumor right on his brain stem, 
but because it was discovered so early there 
was a good chance of eradicating it 
completely. They told us it would be a long, 
difficult and painful process. Stephen would 
need brain surgery, chemotherapy, 
radiation therapy and lots of special 
medication. There was a chance the surgery 
might kill him or leave him blind, crippled 
or brain-damaged. But they said if he didn’t 
have the operation, he would definitely die.” 

By the end of the weekend, which he spent 
in the hospital taking tests, Stephen was 
scheduled for a major operation. On 
Tuesday, March 27, Stephen underwent 
seven hours of neurosurgery at Mass 
General. The team of surgeons removed a 
tumor the size of a walnut from Stephen's 
brain stem. Fortunately it hadn’t invaded 
the brain, so Stephen's brain functions were 
left intact. 

In fact, his humor was left intact. When 
his parents went to see him after the 
operation, worried that he might not 
respond, they told him that he was in the 
ICU (the intensive care unit) at Mass 
General. He said, “I see you too, Mom.” 

“When we realized his first response was 
a joke, we weren't worried about him 
anymore,” said Mrs. Milmoe. “We knew our 
Stephen was still all there,” 

The next step was to rid Stephen of the 


remaining cancer cells that might grow into 
a new brain tumor, if left alone. 

So shortly after his surgery, Stephen 
spent the months of April, May and June 
undergoing chemotherapy, taking doses of 
toxie chemicals into his system so strong 
they would kill the cancer cells, but not quite 
kill his healthy cells, Hach week, for three 
days in a row, eight hours a day, he would go 
to Mass General and be strapped into an IV, 
to pump the cancer-killing poison into his 
blood stream. It made him sick and weak.

Burly man robs Nazarian 
: Makes off with bracelet worth $8,800 


A big, burly, blond-haired man browsing 
at Nazarian Jewelers last Friday afternoon 
found an $8,800 gold and diamond bracelet he 
liked — and then he ran out the door with it. 

As he ran off he was pursued by owner 
Ray Nazarian, who yelled at passersby for 
help. One pedestrian, Michael Masessa Jr., 
business manager at the Andover 
Townsman, chased the thief along Main 
Street, down the skinny alleyway between 
Daher’s shoe store and the BayBank- 
Middlesex building and into the parking lot 
behind the Andover Bank. 

There the man jumped into a waiting car 
and sped off. A man waiting in his car at the 
Andover Bank drive-in teller heard 
Nazarian’s shouts for help and followed the 
getaway car, but he couldn’t keep up. Police 
said the car was last seen on Central Street, 
heading toward Lupine Street. 

Ray Nazarian, who has run his jewelry 
shop at 35 Main St. in Andover for 10 years — 
and another in Lawrence for 48 years — said 
this is only the second time he’s had a run- 
away jewel thief. The last time was four or 
five years ago. 

“There were reports of an almost identical 
robbery in Tewksbury recently,” explained 
Mr. Nazarian. “With the economy the way it

Mr. Nazarian said the theft took place 
Friday at about 4:45 p.m., when a man he 
described as about 40 years old, 6-foot-1, 225- 
250 pounds with short, curly blond hair, 
wearing a light blue shirt and dark blue 
pants, came into the store and asked an atten- 
dant to see a certain piece of jewelry. 

“At his first opportunity, he just took off 
out the uoor,” said Mr. Nazarian. He said the 
$8,800 bracelet was made up of 18 karat gold 
and double rows of 4.73-point diamonds, 102 
diamonds in all, more than a total of 4 carats. 

He said it was easily one of the most 
expensive pieces in the store, and he suspect- 
ed the thief or an accomplice had been in ear- 
lier checking out the values. 

“They had obviously cased it out,” said 
Mr. Nazarian. 

“And there was a car waiting for him in 
the Andover Bank parking lot, and we think 
there was a driver. 

“He even knew about the little alley by 
Daher’s. This was a planned job.” 

Police said the getaway car was a sky-blue 
Nissan, with a possible Mass registration of 
560 PCL.

And everyone is managing to claim her 
leaving the race as a victory for his or her 
camp — everyone except Murphy supporters 
themselves. 

“I’m disappointed,” said Susan Stott, of 4 
Robandy Road. “I’m just very disappointed.” 

Her husband, Frederic Stott, a retired 
Phillips Academy fund-raiser who, as a 
member of Ms. Murphy’s finance committee, 
was also surprised. In fact, he’d just had 
breakfast with Evelyn Murphy the morning 
she made her announcement, and he said 
she didn’t tip her cards at all. 

“I had no idea it was coming,” said Mr. 
Stott. “We were talking about the coming 
debate, and she didn’t let on that she wasn’t 
going to be in that debate.” 

Mr. Stott, a 73-year-old Andover native, 
former Phillips Academy vice president, and 
longtime town Finance Committee member, 
said even though he’s disappointed, he still 
thinks she made the right decision. 
<I guess I feel she made a wise decision. 
And it was in line with her character 
which is to care deeply for imporiant issues, 
chief of which is good governance. I think 
she felt withdrawing her personal ambitions 
was more important for the greater good of 
the commonwealth.” 

For Cheever Circle resident Mary Jane 
Powell, a Democratic State 
committeewoman and committed Murphy 
worker, Ms. Murphy’s announcement was a 
loss, but one she took philosophically. 

“I’m a very committed Murphy person,” 
said Ms. Powell. “But it just wasn’t meant 'to 
be. The numbers weren't there, and I think 
Evelyn made a wise political move. It was 
far the good of the Democratic party. It takes 
a lot of style and guts to do that, and that’s 
what Evelyn has in abundance.” 

Ms. Powell said she “didn’t altogether 
agree” with Ms. Murphy’s attempted 
takeover of the governor’s seat when Gov, 
Michael Dukakis went to Europe for a trade 
mission, and when that “last-chance effort” 
backfired, it made sense for her to pack it in 
and work toward preventing a Republican 
victory.

behind you can afford to make some really 
bold moves, and if they don’t work, so be it. 
Murphy made some bold moves. I’m proud 
of her.” 

The obvious winners from Ms. Murphy’s 
move were the supporters of Democratic 
frontrunner Frank Bellotti, a point with 
which Andover’s chief Bellotti supporter, 
Bob LaRochelle, heartily concurs. 

“It's obviously a plus for our campaign,” 
said Mr. LaRochelle, “but even more 
important, it’s a big plus for the Democrats.” 
Mr. LaRochelle, a lifelong Andover resident 
and for many years chairman of Andover’s 
Democratic Town Committee, is the son of 
Ray LaRochelle, who will be presented with 
the “Democrat of the Year” award by the 
Town Committee at its 26th Annual Dahlia 
Ball this Friday at the Andover Marriott. 

Bob LaRochelle warns against Bellotti 
supporters getting too complacent about the 
upcoming primary. 

“John Silber is not dead — we still have to 
take him seriously, and we're not changing 


anything about the way we’re running ° 


against him. 

“He has a lot of very seasoned politicians 
who have been working behind the scenes 
for him — Kevin White, Billy Bulger — and 
he’s not the outsider he tries to make it 
seem, We're ready for any new bombs that 
might come out of the Silber cannon.” 

The Silber cannon, however, is curiously 
quiet in Andover. The chief Democratic 
activists in town, Mr. LaRochelle, Mr. 
Powell, and Town Committee vice-chairman 
Karen Courtney, all said they are unaware 
of any Silber organizers in Andover. 

A call to the Silber campaign 
headquarters in Boston brought public 
relations director Colin Riley to the phone, 
but he was also unable to come up with any 
Silber organizers or supporters in Andover. 
He promised a return call with names, but 
no call materialized by press time. 

While most political observers concede 
Mr. Silber had the most to lose by Ms. 
Murphy’s announcement with her 
supporters going to Mr. Bellotti, and 
isolating Mr. Silber further to the right in

And the Republicans? 

On the Republican side, Leo 
Cronin, of 69 High St., has 
switched over to the William 
Weld camp after his brother, 
Peter’s, loss in the Republican 
convention last summer.

Weld. He thinks the whole 
election turns on Independents 
and the abortion issue. 

“Steven Pierce has right-to- 
life extremists, as everyone saw 
at the convention. For a lot of 
Evelyn Murphy supporters, and 
certainly a lot of the undecided 
Independents who favor pro- 
choice, William Weld is a lot 
more attractive candidate than 
Frank Bellotti. And certainly 
Steven Pierce is out of the 
question for them. He appeals to 
the hard core Republicans, but 
the secret to this election is 
getting all the Republicans and 


representatives deny that view. 
“I don’t think the movement 
of Murphy supporters will 
change the final election one 
bit,” said John Harris, of 31 
Lincoln Circle, a Pierce floor 
manager and delegate at the 
convention and the Republican 


candidate for Governor’s 
Council. 

“It’s still going to be a race 
between the Democratic 


mismanagement of the past and 
the new Republican leadership 
of Steven Pierce.” 

“Evelyn Murphy was a non- 
issue in this primary, and in the 
whole election,” said William 
Melahn, of 18 Ballardvale Road, 
a Republican state 
committeeman and assistant 
treasurer of the Republican 
State Committee.

children with cancer. All the facilities 
are custom geared for children with 
bulky medical gear, wheelchairs, and 
the like, but instead of a sterile 
hospital setting, it looks like a wild 
western cowboy town. Stephen loved 
it. 

Stephen went in for his last 
radiation treatment two weeks ago - 
by stretch limo, with a special stop at 
Friday’s on Newbury Street for lunch. 
After the treatment, the doctors gave 
Stephen a clean bill of health - all the 

~™ cancerous cells were gone from his 
brain. 

Now Stephen can get on with the 
more important business of being a 
regular sixth-grader at West Middle 
School. His hair - it’s blond, 
incidentally — is expected to start 
growing back in by around Christmas 
(he tells kids his father is Kojak), he’s 
gaining weight. Coach Tom Marsala 
even has him back on the football 
team, albeit as a team manager (the 
doctors have said no contact sports for 
a year), and practicing alongside, not 
in, the scrimmages. Stephen jokes he’ll 
have to wear a sign to practice that 
says, “Don’t Touch This Boy.” 

Throughout the five-month ordeal, 
Stephen was only able to go to school 
sporadically, but he worked to keep up 
with his schoolwork, activities and 
friends at Sanborn Elementary School. 
He never gave up. 

An accomplished clarinetist and 
conductor, Stephen missed the chance 
to conduct at the school band’s annual 
spring concert — so the school arranged 
for another one at the graduation.
